Aguda threatening to bolt 
Kollek’s capital coalition

Agudat Yisrael leader Rubbi 
Mcnahem Porush warned -last night 
that his party is on the verge of 
breaking its long-standing alliance 
with Mayor Teddy Kollek on the 
Jerusalem municipal council and of 
“iving its support to Likud as it had 
done at the national level. 

Porush said in an interview that 
Kollek had failed to fulfil promises 
to make available to the Aguda's in- 
dependent education system school 
buildings in North Jerusalem to 
meet its growing needs. “Leaving 
the coalition will be the (east of the 
things we do 1 to express our disap- 
pointment,” he said, declining to 
elaborate. 

The departure of Agudu's five- 
man faction from the municipal 
coalition will not topple Kollek s 
One Jerusalem faction which has 16 
of the 31 council seats.

Kollek reacted to Porush’s state- 
ment with a mixture of annoyance 
and soft words. “I believe that Rab- 
bi Porush has got accustomed by his 
relations with the government that 
when he demands something, peo- 


ple jump and he gets it,” said the 
mayor. “The government' can print- 
money. We're not in that position.” 

Kollek said the municipality had 
done more for Aguda's education 
system than the state, but that finan- 
cial limitations; made it impossible 
to fulfil all demands. As for Porush ‘s 
threat to break up the coalition, . 
Kollek said he would regret it.

Syria, blocks naming Capucci’s successor 


DAMASCUS (AP). — Greek 
Catholic patriarch Maximus V 
Hakim has deferred a decision to 
appoint a successor to expelled 
Jerusalem archbishop Hilarion 
Capucci after "official Syrian in- 
tervention” to foil the appointment, 
a senior Syrian official said yester- 
day. 

1 The official said Greek Catholic 
Bishop Francois Abumekh visited 
the Syrian Foreign Ministry yester- 
day and announced that the 
patriarch “has definitely changed 
his mind and cancelled a decision to 
appoint a new bishop to 
Jerusalem.” 

Earlier this week Hakim had an- 


nounced his decision to appoint a 
Syrian, the Rev. Lutfi Laham, as 
bishop of Jerusalem to replace 
Capucci who is now living in Rome. 
Laham, who is currently deputy 
archbishop in Jerusalem, was due to 
be ordained bishop here tomorrow. 

Capucci served three years of a 
12-year prison sentence after his 
conviction as a gun-runner for the 
PLO and was expelled from Israel in 
1977. 

The official. said. Syria had acted 
to prevent the appointment 
“because Israel had welcomed the 
move,” and because “Capucci’s 
case had become an Arab issue and 
not only a church matter.” 


Hebron atrocity defendants won’t testify 


NABLUS (Itim). — The four ter- 
rorists accused of murdering six 
yeshiva students in Hebron in May 
1980 yesterday refused to testify on 
their own behalf on the final day of 
their trial in the Nablus military 
court. Their attorneys also declined 
to give defence summations, at their 
clients' request. 

f . 

The military prosecutor summed 
up the case against the accused, 
citing, their confessions in which 
they detailed the plans and execu- 
tions of the attack, as well as the 
location of their weapons caches in 
the Hebron and Belt Govrin areas. 

The prosecutor emphasized that 
the sole purpose of the attack was to 
kill innocent Israeli civilians 
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without distinction — men, women 
and children. For this reason, he re- 
jected attempts by the accused to be 
treated as prisoners of war. “These 
are bloodthirsty terrorists who 
sought to kill Jews only because 
they were Jews,” he said. 

At the conclusion of the trial the 
judges asked the defence attorneys 
to explain to their clients a final 
time that it would be to their advan- 
tage to testify and cross-examine 
the prosecution witnesses. The four, 
accused of killing six and wounding 
10 yeshiva students on their way 
home from Sabbath eve prayers, 
stood up and repeated, one after the 
other, "We did our duty as 
soldiers.” A verdict is expected

U.S. navy unit aided Israel Police

TEL AVIV. — The U.S. Navy 
recently dispatched a special unit to 
Israel to help local police prevent 
the sale of drugs to visiting Sixth 
Flee, (.sailors. U.S. Embassy officials

The naval police uriit arrived 
from Sixth Heet Mediterranean 
headquarters in Naples, prior to the 
September 11 docking al Ashdod 
Port of the ships Puget Sound. 
Texas, Davis and Voge, the officials 
said. The ships brought a total crew 
of 3,700 and left last Friday. 

"It (the unit) was here to 
cooperate with Israeli police on the 
question of drug sale and smug- 
gling,” a U.S. Embassy official said. 
He said he did not know the size of 
the unit and would not comment on 
its methods of operation. 

. The Israel Police declined to 
comment on the unit's activities 
However, from court proceedings 
in Ashdod and Ramie this week it 
appeared that members of the unit. 


wearing their U.S. Navy uniforms 
(but without “shore patrol” in- 
signia), were sold hashish and then 
called in waiting Israeli police to ar- - 
rest the dealers. 

In Ashdod this week, two local 
taxi drivers were remanded for '13 , 
days for allegedly selluijg hashish, tq ; 
a member of the unit, and in Ramie 
'a HoJoo .man was ordered held for 
15. days bn an identical charge. A 
police „ representative told th'e 
Ramie court more arrests are ex- 
pected in the case. 

A number of drug dealers were 
active in Ashdod during the ships' 
two-week visit, an informed source 
said. Drugs were obtainable in the 
town's main park and in an apart- 
ment block far from the heavily 
patrolled cafe and bar area, he said. 

Ashdod Mayor Zvi Zilker said 
the problem “is not widespread in 
Ashdod.” He said the town and 
Sixth Fleet commanders had been 
pleased with the visit, which was the 
first of so large a contingent of U.S. 
Navy sailors.

11.5% Oo-L boost on October salaries

TEL AVIV. — The cost-of-living al- 
lowance will increase by 11.5 .per 
cent, the Histadrut and the private 
employers -organization decided 
yesterday.- 

This means that a person who* 
grosses IS6,000 will get another 
IS690 on his October salary to be 
paid in November. The increase will 1 
be paid on all wages up to IS14,70l 
a month.

After years of planning ^nc 
hesitation, a pilot fluoridation plan, 
will begin functioning in Holland 
Square alongside Mount Herd, 
feeding carefully measured coses of 
fluoride into the water mams serv- 
ing the westernmost parts of the 
city. Health Ministry officials say 
that fluoridation will reduce tooth 
decay among the city's children by 
some 60 par cent. 

The full impact of fluoridation 
will be felt initially in Be:t 
Hakerem, Bay it Negan. Kirya: 
Yovcl and parts of the city centre. 
Here the natural amount of floor :de 
in the local drinking .supply. C.4 
parts per million, will be augmented 
by another 0.5 ppm to bring it to ar. 
optimal 0.9 ppm. Lesser amounts 
will filler intoother neighbourhoods 
os '.veil. 

Avi Samuel, director of the 


municipal water deportment, es- 
timates lh3t 40-50 per cent of the 
population will experience some in- 
crease in the fluoride amount of 
their drinking water. 

With the completion of a new 
water main to Romema in northern 
Jerusalem during the next fiscal 
y ear. the entire city is to be supplied 
with fluoridated water. 

Some 600,000 residents of the T el 
Aviv area wilt also be drinking 
fluoridated water in two years if 
Health Ministry plans are 
implemented. Mekorot. the 
national water company, is present- 
ly completing det ailed plans for the 
project at :he ministry's request. 
The fluoridation plant, to be instal- 
led at Rosh Ha’ayin, is to supply 95 
per cent of Tel Aviv. 57 per cent of 
Bnei Brak. 50 per cent of 
Gtvatayim, 35 per cent of Pet ah 
Tikvu and >1 per cent of Ramat 
Gan. Planning is also under way for 
fluoridation in Carmiel. Tiberias 
and several kibbutzim at the request 
of these localities. 

The Jerusalem project was in- 
itiated nearly a decade ago in the 


then director of the municipal water 
department, the late Yitzhak Sitton. 
Implementation was held up in part 
because or vociferous opposition 
from ami-fluoride forces in Israel 
and abroad, although technical 
problems also contributed to the 
delay. Health Ministry officials 
have asserted that there are no 
dangerous side effects io be feared 
from fluoridation. 

The British equipment being used 
in the Jerusalem plant is fully 
automatic. Telemetry devices will 
permit supervisors in the water 
department’s nearby Bayit Vegan 
control station to monitor the 
plant's operation. 

With the Holland Square plant 
being run in. much of West 
Jerusalem has been drinking 
.fluoridated water, at least intermit- 
tently, for several weeks. A Health 
Ministry official said yesterday that 
the positive effects are immediate. 
Ministry officials estimate that 
more than half the 35.000 cavities 
suffered by the city's school 
children ir. a year will be eliminated 
hv fluoridation.

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Three radicals oppose 
Walesa’s leadership 


GDANSK. — Solidarity chief Lech 
Walesa again came under bitter at- 
tack fri>m the floor of the union 
congress yesterday and three 
radical union officials entered their 
names to challenge him for chair- 
manship of the nearly 10-million 
member union. 

During debate on Solidarity's 
future programme, delegates 
warned of food riots this fait unless 
emergency economic measures are 
implemented. 

Congress officials announced that 
three prominent activists would run 
against Walesa for the national 
chairman's post. They were union 
vice-chairman Andrzej Gwiazda. 
Szczecin regional leader Marian' 
Jurchyk and Bydgoszcz regional 
chief Jan Rulew&ki. 

All three have played prominent 
roles in Solidarity's evolution 3nd 
all are considered radicals who op- 
posed Walesa's idea of a strong 
centralized leadership which must 
dominate regional power centres. 

Although Walesa is expected to 
survive the challenge, the fact that 
the three chose to oppose him 
coupled with the barrage of 
criticism from the rank and file 
delegates shows the depth of divi- 
sion within the union. 

Delegate Franciszek Luczko 
from Szczecin launched into Walesa 
yesterday with one of the harshest 
attacks in the six days this round of 
the congress has rim. 


“Mr. Walesa thinks he is the un- 
ion," he, said, “ft seems that the 
delegates in the congress hall are 
unnecessary... if Mr. Walesa wants 
to go down in history, he should 
perfect his personality." 

Luczko also hit out at trappings 
of a Walesa personality cull. He 
blasted the hoards of photographers 
crowding around Walesa and said 
that during mass celebrated at the 
congress hall, Walesa received 
more attention than did Jesus Christ 
himself. 

Walesa was not in the hall to hear 
Luczko's attack. 

Economist Grzegorz Paika. from 
Lodz, predicted food riots in the fall 
unless Solidarity ^gained control of 
Lhe economy to implement 
emergency measures. He proposed 
such measures as meat price hikes 
for which higher income families 
would not receive compensation, 
and freezing savings for at least five 
years. 

■In Vienna, meanwhile, western 
bankers and the Polish government 
announced yesterday that they had 
reached agreement in principle on 
rescheduling Poland's commercial 
debts, ending six months of complex 
negotiations. 

A joint comnunique'said 95 per 
cent of S2.4 billion. of debts falling 
due in the last three quarters of this 
year would be rescheduled over 
seven years, with a four-year grace 
period.

Big Labour Party vote wants

BRIGHTON (AP). — Britain’s op- 
position Labour Party voted 
overwhelmingly yesterday to quit 
the European Economic Com- 
munity, preferably within a year of 
coming to power, and without a 
referendum among British voters. 

It was the second successive and 
most decisive vote yet by Labour's 
annual conference to pull Britain 
out of the 10-nation common 
market, which many British 
socialists regard as a capitalist struc- 
ture. 

The massive vote for withdrawal 
— by 6.2 million votes to only 782.- 
000 against — was well over the two- 
. thirds majority required for con- 
- Terence resolutions to become part 
of Labour's official party program- 
me. It effectively committed a 
future Labour administration to pull 
out of Europe. 

“Nine years of membership of the 
EEC have not brought us the glitter- 
ing prizes so glowingly, promised,”

In a wide-ranging interview, Abba Eban talks to 
The 'Post's Mark. Segal about Israel-Soviet 
relations and the task facing the Labour Party.

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support in the international com- 
munity as well as only half the elec- 
torate at home, with an anti- 
partitionist obsession even if it 
means absorbing another 1.3 million 
Arabs." 

When the second Begin catenet 
announced that annexation was part 
of - the new coalition agreement, “it 
sent , a shock round the world. For 
the fust time such a doctrine figured 
iff the government’s basic lines, 
although not all 61 MKs supporting 
it are Greater Israel Zealots.” 

Hence the autonomy talks had 
been stalled "because the concept 
of a final solution must cast a 
shadow back onto the interim 
solution." The negotiators had been 
close-fisted in the talks about the 
power sources in the autonomous 
region. 

"All that Dr. Burg has been 
authorized to do is to go to one 
meeting in order to arrange 
another, and to fill in the gap with 
quotations from the Camp David 
agreement... They have developed 
the art of marking time vigorously 
so as to give an impression of mov- 
ing forward — Burg, Linowi iz, 
Ghali and Ali have all been stamp- 
ing ground with great vigour and 
never budging from the same 
place.” 

Wasn't the standstill partly 
Egypt’s fault? 

Eban felt that Egypt had not been 
put to the test as regards the 
autonomy scheme, because of the 
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rigid Israeli stand. The result, he 
feared, ujs that the Third World, 
Europe, and, "in the final analysts," 
America had to emphasize their 
reservations on Israel's cardinal 
paints, with the U.S. “oni> differing 
in reticence.” He made the point 
that among die 100 U.S. Senators 
who support Israel's security, not 
one would countenance Israel's an* 
negation of the West Bank and 
Gaza. 

"That element was decidedly :r. 
isolation. But there is also the ques- 
tion of style — ■ Begin’s rhetoric and 
his personalization of conflict, with 
foreign leaders, his tendency to 
boast about power without basis 
and his pretensions to treat vwth the 
U.S. as equals. Thar’s total non- 
sense. We may have equality in 
sovereign rights but certainly no; in 
power." 

WHAT ABOUT Europe? 

"The fact that Begir, is wrong 
does not make Europe right." Eban 
quipped Europe had plunged itself 
into a vacuum by dissociating 
itself from U.S. ’policy and the 
Camp David agreements. The 
American role in the Middle East 
had t been highly successful since 
1973. while Europe had been ab- 
sent. He wished there was more 
humility among — for example — 
British policy-makers. 

"Lord Carrington is making a 
false analogy between Rhodesia- 
Zim babwe and Israel, and between 
the PLO and Mugabe. He didn’t 
react well to my analogy of the PLO 
and the IRA, which Shamir has 
since plagiarized, but I don’t com- 
plain...” 

Did Europe matter? 

Eban said it depended on what 
Europe did. So far the Europeans 
had rendered themselves unimpor- 
tant by removing themselves from 
the peace process to the ineffective 
position of the Venice Declaration. 
After all, the U.S. held the keys. 

Would the advent of President 
Mitterrand at the Elysee Palace 
make for a real turning point? Well, 
Eban mused, any change from 
Giscard d’Estaing could only be for 
the better. 

"It is incorrect to say that 
Giscard was hostile to Israel, for 
that implies emotion, and he was 
devoid of feelings to anyone or 
anything. He tended to judge Israel 
by its size, ’that little comer of the 
map’ sort of thing. Mitterrand sees a 
different dimension of social and 
human elements in Israel. He has 
been here on frequent visits. We 
have met quite often, he has a bias 
for French speakers. When he was 
here for the party convention last 
December, he even told me: i am 
going towards uncertainty, and you 
to victory at the polls."’ 

However, Eban sought to inter- 
pose a cautionary note. From his re- 
cent talk with Mitterrand's envoy, 
Jacques Attali, he had learned that 
"Mitterrand's Paris is not precisely 
an adherent of tfie Greater Israel 
movement.” They would like to 
believe in the Camp David 
framework, and Eban had explained 
to him the idea of an integrated 
framework embracing Israel- 
Palest ijiians- Jordan, "which ap- 
pealed to his Cartesian logic, and he 
wanted to know whether it was 
feasible.” 

What was already apparent was 
that if the European initiative had 
been almost dead before, then Mit- 
terrand had killed it completely. 
The new French president was 
profoundly interested in maintain- 
ing Atlantic solidarity, which had 


come as a great relief to the Reagan 
administration, Eban observed. 

COMING NEARER home, did he 
share any of the apprehensions 
about Egyptian intentions after 
Israel met the Sinai withdrawal 
deadline next April? 

Eban responded in a sombre 
tone, referring to "some disquieting 
noises emanating from Egypt, plus 
the recent turbulence there. White 
this is not based entirely on the 
Israeli issue, it is one of its dimen- 
sions. Egypt has said all the time 
that it will not sign a separate peace 
treaty with Israel, and that the two 
agreements are interdependent, but 
Israel has preferred not to hear ... 
An Egyptian failure to achieve any 
improvement in the destiny of the 
Palestinians will create total isola- 
tion for it in the Arab world, against 
which Egypt will fight by adopting 
strong pro-Arab positions in inter- 
national forums.'’ 

The former foreign minister 
feared that the consequence of such 
a development could be that "for- 
mal peace might not be abolished 
but hs innate quality would be 
removed ... If no real progress is 
made, the peace treaty might be 
reduced to nothing more than the 
two interim agreements reached 
with Egypt in 1974 and 1975.” 

Israel might yet be faceo with the 
peace process "reduced to nothing 
much beyond a glorified disengage- 
ment agreement, and that's why I 
for one am surprised at the way the 
government stonewalls over the 
autonomy talks.” 

If he were in charge of the 
autonomy negotiations, said Eban. 
he would seek the replacement of 
the military administration by a 
self-governing authority. And in- 
stead of quibbling over whether to 
say “encouraging Palestinians” or 
"making every effort to encourage 
Palestinians,” he would talk of the 
powers of the self-governing 
authority that would be acceptable 
to the Palestinians. 

He regarded Sharon's idea about 
civilian government in the ter- 
ritories as a gimmick that dodged 
the issue. 

"It's a proposal that means 
replacing Israeli officials in uniform 
by those in open shirts, but it does 
not involve the Palestinians in run- 
ning their affairs. Hence it’s no 
change. I can say that I am not ter- 
ribly impressed by the ‘new Arik’ 
image.” 

FINALLY, I sounded him out on 
why the Labour Party which was 
almost equal to the Likud chi June 
30 should, less than three months 
later, project an image of near- 
disintegration. 

Eban prefaced his reply by 
quoting Oscar Wilde’s comment on 
an English statesman: "He never 
missed a chance of losing an oppor- 
tunity.” 

He was at his most cherubic when 
denying that he had any particular 
Labour Party leader in mind. In the 
Knesset elections. Labour had 
made impressive gains, and if they 
did not form the government it was 
not because the electorate did not 
give them more than the Likud, but 
because the latter was better able to 
maneuver among the religious par- 
ties. 

The government had enjoyed all 
the advantages of incumbency (fair- 
ing the election campaign (for exam- 
ple, Aridor’s largesse and toe bomb- 
ing of the Baghdad nuclear reactor). 
Nevertheless the Labour Party 
made a remarkable recovery, and 
should have been expected to be 


satisfied and to display solidarity. 
Labour should have suspended its 
internal dissension and pursued the 
Likud in its areas of weakness. 

It should, for instance, have sur- 
rendered to extra-parliamentary 
religious demands as symbolized by 
the Chief Rabbinate's recent 
behaviour over the City of David 
dig. "Instead, we have been 
energetically collecting banana 
skirts to trip up on,” he said. 

On lop of which came Rabin's 
statement casting doubt on the 
sincerity of the election-eve recon- 
ciliation with Peres. Worse still. 
Labour, which had done more than 
any other party in social legislation 
and representation to mend the gap 
between Ashkenazim and Sephar- 
dim, found itself enmeshed in “an 
obsessive debate.” 

After the Labour Knesset fac- 
tion’s meeting, there had been a lot 
of fuss over Ra’anan Na’infs 
"gefilte fish," but for Eban, the real 
point was that Na’im had said of 
Knesset faction chairman Moshe 
Shahai: “Some Iraqi comes in with 
the gefilte fish...” In a challenging 
tone, Eban asked "Jf Shahai is an 
Iraqi, then what is Zionism all 
about? Haddam Hussein is an Iraqi, 
Moshe Shahai is an Israeli Jew." 

Labour was getting bogged down 
in factional fights between doves 
and hawks and squabbles over who 
gets elected to which committee, 
and was obsessed with communal 
differences, producing the picture 
that while the Likud was dealing 
with the great issues, whether well 
or badly. Labour was dealing only 
with itself and who should be No. 2, 
No. 3 or No. 4. 

The Labour Party was doing a 
disservice to the 710.000 citizens 
who voted for it on June 30, said 
Eban. It should be examining itself 
and seeing how it could attract 
another 60,000 next time, "instead 
of which we have developed an 
obsession about those who did 
not vote for us. Some say we should 
become more hawkish, more 
religious and more ethnic con- 
scious. That’s a patently false posi- 
tion, behaving as if all toe 710,000 
were in our pocket forever. We are 
in very real danger of losing those 
who voted for us on June 30 by pur- 
suing those who will never vote for 
us in the future. 

”1 reject the idea that we lost 
votes because of being too dovish. 
One reason the Likud did well was 
because of the peace treaty, so we 
could no longer be the only party of 
peace. .In the Eighth Knesset elec- 
tions, on December 31, 1973, we 
won because of the Geneva peace 
conference." 

Eban sharply disagreed with 
Peres' attempt to bring Moshe 
Dayan and Teiem into the Labour 
Party. -Apart from the lack of pride 
in seeking to co-opt a group that had 
aimed at preventing Labour from 
achieving its programme, he dis- 
liked "the spectacle of a vast army 
of supplicants on their knees to one 
man.” 

For him, loyally was one of the 
major values, and back in 1977 he 
had refused to join in the delegation 
that had called on Dayan begging 
him to stay. He did not, however, 
rule out parliamentary cooperation 
with Teiem, in the same way as with 
Shinui. 

He disliked talk of a new 
leadership contest, arguing that the 
party chairman was elected "eight 
months, not years, ago” and 710,000 
people endorsed the list as it stood 
"three months, not years, ago.” No, 
he said, he certainly objected to “all 
this election mania."

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EACH YEAR in mid-September, 
after the Labour Day holidays. New 
York City conies to life again as the 
new Broadway season opens and 
heads of stale and foreign ministers 
from more than 150 countries meet 
at the United Nations headquarters 
for the traditional gathering that 
coincides with the opening of a new 
UN General Assembly session. 

For the short and mild-mannered 
Israeli Foreign Minister Yhzhak 
Shamir this is the second time that 
he is participating in this diplomatic 
extravaganza. As a product of the 
anti-British underground in 
Palestine and a veteran of Mossad 
intrigues, he still feels uncomfor- 
table in this environment. Unlike 
some of his predecessors (Abba 
Eban and Moshe Dayan, for exam- 
ple), he hasn't been attracting a lot 
of media and public attention. 

As his aides and other observers 
note, his strength ties in bchind-the- 
scenes diplomatic activity: meeting 
with more than 40 diplomats; 
engaging in an in-depth study of 
Israel's diplomatic problems and 
finding ways to solve them; trying to 
open new diplomatic channels for 
the isolated -Jewish State. 

"He is like a breath of fresh air 
coming from Israel," noted a West 
European diplomat after a meeting 
with Shamir. “Unlike some Israeli 
leaden, he does his homework, he 
doesn't engage in polemics or bom- 
bastic propaganda. He is an intel- 
ligent, straight-to-the-point, no- 
nonsense diplomat. We don't neces- 
sarily agree with all of his positions, 
but at least when they come from 
him they make a lot of sense." 

The diplomatic gathering in New. 
York, and the comprehensive ad- 
dresses delivered by the foreign 
delegates before the Areembly, with 
the "signals" they send to Israel and 
other states, have enabled Shamir to 
get an over-all view of Israel's - 
diplomatic position, ' especially in 
areas like the Third World. This is 
where Israel, because of objective 
international circumstances, has not 
been concentrating her diplomatic 
efforts in recent years. .One can get # 
here a feeling of the pulse of the * 
"international community," and 
Shamir believes that he is getting 
positive signals from various direc- 
tions: the U.S., Western Europe, the 
Third World. 

And in these troubled times — . 
with increasing tensions between 
West and East, and North and 
South, growing instability in the 
Middle East and Africa, and the 
"very hard problems," as he puts it, 
confronting the Western alliance — 
Israel is trying to achieve a more 
secure international position. And 


not without some success, ^Shamir 
notes. 


IT IS NOT that happy days are here 
again. Even, with regard to 
Anterican-Israeli strategic coopera- 
tion, Shamir sounds much less 
enthusiastic than his prime minister. 

He spoke to The Post on the eve 
of his surprise meeting with Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Groniyko. 
Perhaps his Mossad past served him 
well in maintaining absolute seerdey 
about the impending talks; in any 
event, the interview in his, suite in 
the Regency Hotel contained not 
the slightest hint the Gromyko dis- 
cussions already had been aitanged. . 

"There aren’t yet any signed ac- 
eords, no obligations on any side, no 
alliance,” he said, referring to U.S.- 
Israel strategic cooperation. “It’s 
too early to talk in such terms. 
These are only ideas and orienta- 
tions. We will have to discuss the 

proposed - strategic cooperation 
between ourselves, to analyse each 
item very throroughly and find out 
if it serves our national security in- 
terests or harms them." 

However, he rejects criticism 
coming from the Labohr. Party and 
other quarters to the effect that 
such cooperation could undermine 
Israel’s independence to pursue its 
national interests. 

He also rejects, the view that 
strategic cooperation with America 
will tie Israel to a “foreign" national 
interest not compatible with her 
own. Some observers point to the 
irony of the fact that Shamir, who 
fought to get rid of British 
imperialism, is now engaged in an 
effort to station foreign troops in 
Israel. 

Dismissing these notions, Shamir 
notes that strategic cooperation was 
agreed upon following "recent 
developments” — apparently the 
raid on the Iraqi nuclear reactor 
and the bombing .of PLO head- 
quarters in Beiriit — in which 
"Israel proved in the dearest way 
that she is totally independent and 
will continue to preserve this in- 
dependence — without “ ‘fs’ or 
‘buts’”

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COOPERATION with a foreign 
power doesn't mean that Israel will 
be dominated by that power, 
Shamir stresses. “There are few 
countries in the world today that 
can refrain from linking themselves 
through some kind of a strategic 
agreement with foreign powers,” he 
said. "Our dose enemies are linked 
to the Soviets through strategic ties, 
and we need to secure our mifitary- 
technakigical edge. That makes it 
necessary for us to strengthen our 
cooperation with the Americans.” 


He believes that the arrangement 
will enable Israel to straighten its 
military, technological and 
economic position, open up new 
markets for its military products, 
and create new channels, especially 
in the Third World. "We will gain 
all these things without losing our 
independence and freedom," he 
iqs. 

Shamir ridicules those who fear 
that the deal will further antagonize 
the Soviet Union, prevent the 
renewal of diplomatic relations, and 
harm Jewish emigration from Rus- 
sia. "They [the Soviets! have excel- 
lent relations with members of 
NATO and other anti-Soviet al- 
liances," he notes. "After all, the 
Soviets are actively coordinating a 
major international anti-Israel cam- 
paign. They are threatening us. 
Afghanistan is only next door, and . 
we have to defend ourselves." 

The strategic cooperation can be 
implemented without prior agree- 
ment between Israel and the US. 
on issues Eke the West Bank, says 
Shamir. “The arrangement is aimed 
at seeming die whole area against 
Soviet encroachment, and 'small 


spots* like Judea and Samaria are 
marginal to the over-all picture. 

"The American concept is that 
they are willing to cooperate with 
any stale in tire area against external 
threats, and disagreement on 
various issues, including regional 
ones, should not be an obstacle in 
the pursuit of this cooperation." 

Not that there are no disagree- 
ments between Israel and the US. 
on the territorial issue. On the other 
hand, his talks in Washington con- 
vinced Shamir that President 
Reagan hasn't changed his view that 
Jewish settlements in the West 
Bank are not illegitimate. "We 
didn't feel the same negative at- 
titude towards our settlement policy 
that dominated the Carter ad- 
ministration,” he tells me. 

Nor would the fate of the 
AWACS deal have any impact on 
the new Isracli-Amcrican coopera- 
tion, he stresses.

THE GROWING 
TcUgious-sector in Israel- represents 
a threat to the survival of the state 
as we know it. This is what the 
respected editor of Ha’aretz. 
Gershon Schocken, warned in a re- 
cent article in The New York Review 
of Books in which he identified — 
before the last elections — 
demographic trends pointing 
towards a new Israel dominated by 
the traditional religious sentiments 
of the Oriental community. 

Perhaps this “worst case 
scenario” appeared extreme four 
months ago; it seems less so today. 
The elections and their aftermath 
proved that the changes manifested 
in 1977 are deep-seated and perma- 
nent, and the post-election period 
has shown that an emboldened 
religious community is pressing 
hard to widen the realm over which 
religious law holds direct jurisdic- 
tion, or shares it with the secular 
authorities. 

Were Israel to become the land of 
the Jewish zealots, then the bulk of 
the Jewish people, among them 
large numbers of Orthodox Jews, 
would have to look elsewhere for 
the vision and institutions that 
would sustain Jewish life.

those who know how to get along 
with the state, seem to be propelled 
‘by the internal logic of their own 
position toward further undermin- 
ing the shaky modus vivendi of 
church-state relations. 

Chief Rabbi Shlomo Goren main- 
tains that any halachic ruling must 
be regarded as the final word on the 
matter. This doctrine derives from 
the fact that religious law, stemming 
from divine authority, has the 
philosophical status of an absolute. 
Although the doctrine is foreign and 
strange to the mind of the modern 
secularist, it may be, as Goren 
argues, the only effective antidote 
to the rampant relativism of present 
day society. 

Such a doctrine, however, creates 
very serious problems in the realm 
of public policy, because it contains 
no self-limiting element.

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pie, every public and private choice 
is a moral choice to which a binding 
religious rule can be applied. 

IN OTHER times and (daces, Jews 
have had no alternative but to sub- 
mit themselves to the authority and 
legal system of strong, non-Jewish 
states. Still, Jewish law survived un- ■ 
der the most adverse of circum- 
stances. Practical compromises in 
no sense diminished its validity or 
ultimate force. The external limita- 
tions in this country are far weaker; 

. and, naturally, the opportunity to 
extend its influence has been ex- 
ploited. Unfortunately, this is begin- 
ning to take on. the character of an 
ugly grab for power. 

In the heat of the City of David 
controversy, there was an inclina- 
tion to feel that the threat Schocken 
identified was already upon us. 
Upon reflection, though, the pre- 
sent period is equally revealing in 
regard to effective counter forces. 
At first glance, the fact that the City 
of David issue was allowed to 
progress so far points to a nation 
hopelessly compromised on the 
church-state question. 

Certainly, until now both secular 
and religious leaders have 
scrupulously avoided allowing any 
church-state issue to lead to a legal 
showdown, even though certain 
religious zealots constantly snub 
their noses at the notion of state 
sovereignty. 

In fact, events are demonstrating 
what Goren should have known 
from the beginning. The state can- 
not tolerate a direct challenge to its 
sovereignty from actors on the 
central political stage; and the state 
has at its service institutions suf- 
ficiently insulated from the vagaries 
of coalition politics to enable it to 
successfully resist such a challenge. 

On the other hand, one should 
not anticipate that a legal victory 


THE SKIRMISHES bn the political 
front m regard to this issue and 
others, will continue. What, then,, is 
the present balance of political 
power? Though the religious parties 
are riding high in the saddle, they 
can only push so far. After all, their 
effective leverage is completely out 
of proportion to their actual elec- 
toral strength. No matter how 
carefully it is hidden by politicians, 
one should not forget that there ex- 
ists a massive potential non- 
religious coalition. 

But then one must consider that 
there is a high birth rate in lower- 
class, poorly educated, traditional 
communities and a low birth rate in 
middle-class, better educated com- 
munities. WQI demographics inex- 
orably undermine the foundations 
of democratic society and open the 
doors to an absolutist, religious dic- 
tatorship? 

Perhaps we should ask the rabbis 
about our future, rather than the 
demographers. They have shown 
how strictly they adhere to the dic- 
tates of Jewish Law. This strikes a 
respondent note deep within peo- 
ple. If people believe that 
everything is up for compromise, as 
often seems the case in Western 
liberal democracies, then it would 
be pure foolishness to continue the 
struggle to build and maintain the 
Jewish state. In a world devoid of 
principle, Arab wealth must 'win out 
in the end. 

It should not be forgotten, 
however, that individual freedom is 
a Jewish invention, that the Jewish 
people have clung to their belief in 
its sanctity no matter how .oppres- 
sive the conditions under which 
they lived. •> . 

.Schocken is. probably right that 
the prospects for a democracy built 
along strictly liberal Western tines is 
not bright. Israel w31 remain a uni- 
quely Jewish state. Its . religious 
leaders have a critical role to'play in 
determining this country's future. 
Let us pray that they rise to the task.

ALLEN'S professional reputation is 
on the line right now. He is clearly- 
upset that Israel and its Washington 
supporters -have rejected the ad- 
ministration's oft-stated assurances 
that the sate poses no serious threat 
to Israel's security. As a result, well- 
placed While House sources, said, 
Allen is somewhat bitter about the 
Israeli and Jewish opposition.

IT WAS a political blunder of major

Given the majorities in both the 
House and Senate against the sate, 
he. so far, has not been very success- 
ful in his efforts. 

Allen told The S’ew York Times 
this week that he was not about to 
take all the blame for the fiasco on 
Capitol Hill.

"Making the key legislative judg- 
ments about *A WACS is the job of 
the entire administration. I am 
simply coordinating our efforts to 
obtain the legislative support, and 
as far as l know, we are working as a 
team to do it.” 

The theme of working as a 
“team” comes through in virtually 
all public statements by senior ad- 
min istralion officials involved in the 
making of foreign policy. They 
came into office with a strong desire 
to avoid the biuer infighting of 
earlier administrations, such as the 
highly publicized rivalry between 
National Security Adviser Zbigniew 
Brzezin&ki and Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance in the Carter ad- 
ministration. 

“The State Department should 
see me as a facilitor, a helper, a 
friend in court," Allen said. "At 
least, that’s the way we look on the 
Stale Department — "as a member 
of a team, not an adversary." 

BUT THAT team effort has not 
materialized in the Reagan Ad- 
ministration. What a reporter hears 
from State Department. Pentagon 
and National Security Council 
sources about their bureaucratic 
rivals is just about as mean and 
vicious as in the past. There may be 
lip service paid to being a "team 
player," but no one really believes 
it. 

It is an open secret that Alien and 
Haig — while ideologically com- 
patible on many issues, especially 
Israel — have no great respect For 
each other. There is aJso a strong 
behind-the-scenes battle underway 
between Haig and Weinberger, 
both men being very ambitious. 

Allen, who is a weaker national 
security adviser than either 
Brzczinski or Henry Kissinger un- 


der Richard Nixon, has received 
much of the criticism in the media 
for the AWACS affair. Syndicated 
columnist Joseph Kraft suggested 
the other day that Allen was simply 
not intellectually strong enough to 
handle the job. 

Columnists Rowland Evans and 
Robert Novak, writing in The 
Washington Post, complained that 
Allen was the first national security 
adviser "not to have automatic ac- 
cess to the president." I He reports 
instead to Meese.) 

“The decision to place Meese 
between himself and Allen was 
Reagan's device to deny power to 
hjs NSC starf. partly out of 
deference to Secretary of State 
Haig, partly to consummate his 
campaign pledge to denature the 
NSC staff,” wrote Evans and 
Novak. "But Meese has avast array 
of responsibilities, with little time 
for AWACS. Thus. Allen has had 
the responsibility without the 
authority.” 

ALLEN, who served as Nixon's 
chief foreign policy adviser during 
the 1968 presidential campaign, 
later joined the National Security 
Council as deputy director under 
Kissinger. But he lasted less than 
one year, largely because his style 
did not mix well with Kissinger's. 
Allen lost that bureaucratic battle. 

He still managed a remarkable 
comeback over the next decade, 
emerging as Reagan's top national 
security adviser last year. Yet, since 
entering the While House. Allen 
has not been able to consolidate his 
power. A major problem has been 
his stated desire to take a low public 
profile. 

In Washington, it is axiomatic 
lhai the public perception, especial- 
ly in the media, is more important 
than the reality — because the 
perception eventually winds up as 
the reality. Allen has done a terrible 
job in his media relations, irritating 
a whole range of reporters some of 
whom were once his friends. 

He is now paying the price for 
what many Washington journalists 
consider to be his arrogance.

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Goals galore but lots of violence too 


LONDON. — Defending cham- 
pions Liverpool and Aston V U Isi 
both moved into the second round 
of the European Cup soccer com- 
petition late on Wednesday — but it 
was a night of disaster for a number 
of other British teams in European 
action. 

’ Ipswich Town, who last year 
failed on two counts in the run-in 
Tor three titles may have to console 
themselves with their search for 
domestic honours this season as 
they made an early exit from the 
one competition they did win in 
such handsome fashion last year, 
the UEFA Cup. They were 
trounced 3-1 by the Scottish team, 
Aberdeen, which gave the 
northerners a 4-2 aggregate win. 

West Bromwich Albion also 
bowed out, beaten 3-1 at home by 
Grasshoppers of Zurich. 

Aberdeen '5 success provided one 
bright moment for Scottish sup- 
porters. The two other top Scottish 
clubs — Celtic and Rangers — both 
lost. Celtic went down 2-0 away to 
Juventus of Italy in the European 
Cup to go out 1-2 on aggregate, 
while Rangers beat Dukla Prague or 
Czechoslovakia 2-1 in the Cup Win- 
ners’ Cup but lost 2-4 on aggregate. 

Italian international striker 
.Roberto Bettega scored one of the 
most precious goals of his career to 
earn juventus their berth in the se- 
cond round. 

Bettega, who has scored four 
times in three league games this 
season, sent 1967 champions Celtic 
tumbling with a virtuoso- effort in 
the 40th minute. 

Celtic, who won the first leg 1-0, 
were still reeling from Paolo Virdis's 
28th minute equaliser when Bettega 
struck, collecting a pass from 
Marco Tardelli to lash the ball past 
goalkeeper Pat Bonnar from 10 
metres. 

Italian soccer hooligans stabbed 
three Celtic supporters in a late night 
street brawl that followed the match. 


The Scots were among a group of 
fans assembling near nine tourist 
buses for the journey home. Suddenly 
• a group of several score Juventus fans 
started stoning the buses, which were 
parked a few blocks fron the Turin 
stadium. 

A brawl developed and in the senf- 
fle three Scots were stabbed in the 
back. Police moved in to break up the 
fight and took two men to head- 
quarters for questioning. 

On the field of play, three other 
former champions, holders Liver- 
pool. Portugal's Benfica and Bayern 
Munich of West Germany strolled 
into the second round. 

Liverpool turned in a marvellous 
memorial performance for their late 
manager Bill Shankly and iheir 
victims for the second time in 12 
months were the luckless Finns of 
Oulu. 

Oulu did. however, have the con- 
solation of improving on Iasi year's 
1 1-2 annihilation by “holding" 
Liverpool to 7-0 and an 8-0 overall 
aggregate. 

Bayern, champions in the years 
1974-76, were almost as in- 
hospitable to their Scandinavian 
guests Oesters Vaxjo of Sweden. 
European footballer-of-the-year 
Kari-Heinz Rummenigge hit two of 
Bayern's five goals as the West 
Germans ran out 6-0 winners on ag- 
gregate. 

Benfica could only manage a one- 
goal win against Omonia Nicosia in 
Cyprus. But that was merely icing 
on the cake as they had won 3-0 in 
Lisbon in the first leg. Aston Villa 
beat Valor of Iceland 2-0 for a 8-0 
winning aggregate. 

Real Madrid of Spain, who have 
been European champions on a 
record six occasions, featured in a 
controversial UEFA lie. Real beat 
Tatabanyaof Hungary 2-1 10 qualify 
on the away goals rule but it was 
Irish referee Patrick Mulhall who 
grabbed the headlines. He sent off 
two players from each side and 


cautioned Four others. 

Red Star Belgrade of Yugoslav in 

were also among the goals in the 
European Cup, hammering eight 
past the defence of Hibernians of 
Malta for an 8-1 victory and a 10-2 
aggregate win. 

Eastern European teams did par- 
ticularly well in the European Cup 
with Banik Ostrava 
(Czechoslovakia), Dynamo Kiev 
(Soviet Union), CSKA Sofia 
(Bulgaria) and Universitatea 
Craiova (Rumania) joining Red Star 
in the next round. 

In Holland, Hamburg turned aO- 
1 first leg home deficit into a 6-4 ag- 
gregate victory after defeating the 
Dutch side Utrecht 6-3 in a 
violence-filled clash in the UEFA 
cup on Wednesday, and then fled 
for their lives. 

Hamburg's Dietmar Jakobs and 
Utrecht’s W outers were sent off by 
English referee David Richardson, 
a decision which Jed to ugly scenes 
in the stadium. Dutch supporters 
threw bottles and stones at the 
German players, spat at them and 
poured beer over the coach and 
reserve players on the bench.

ZURICH (AP). — Soccer's inter- 
national ruling body, FIFA, has 
urged a btfn on what it termed "the 
unmanly behaviour” of players who 
"embrace, kiss and hug each other 
in an over-emotional fashion after 
scoring a goal.’* 

In an editiorial published in the 
most recent edition of FIFA's 
monthly newsletter, Rene Courte, 
publicist for Federation Inter- 
nationale de Football Association, 
asserted: “We feel that the scorer 
should be congratulated by the 
team captain or the player who 
made the pass. But the exultant out- 
bursts of several players at once 
jumping on lop of each other, kiss- 
ing and. embracing is really exces- 
sive and inappropriate and should 
be banned... or can it be that in these 
days.. .goals have become so rare 
that such scenes must occur every - 
time one is scored?” 

In Rio De Janeiro, however, 
Brazilian soccer players and of- 
ficials strongly condemned the 
FIFA appeal. 


"It’s absurd," said Roberto 
“Dynamite,” the high-scoring 
centre-forward of Rio’s Vasco da 
Gama Club, formerly a member of 
the Brazilian all-star team and of 
Spain’s Barcelona Club. "The 
celebration of a goal is a moment 
when the player can communicate 
his happiness and share it with his 
team-mates and the fans.** 

He added, "Whoever made that 
statement has never been on a soc- 
cer field and never played a game." 
Brazilian players are naturally ef- 


fusive and usually celebrate their 
goals with open demonstrations of 
emotion. Fans still remember the 
way ex-soccer great Pele used to 
leap into the air with his right fist 
clenched after scoring one of his 
more than l .200 goals. 

Gerson, team-mate of Pele on 
Brazil's 1970 world champion team, 
and now a respected sports com- 
mentator, called FIFA s statement 
"extreme,” although he admitted 
that "in some cases there have been 
exaggerations." 


Merseyside mourns Bill Shankly 


LIVERPOOL. (AP). - Popular 
former Liverpool soccer club 
manager Bill Shankly died this 
week, plunging the city of Liverpool 
into mourning. 

Shankly. a 67-year-old Scot who 
led Liverpool to six major titles 
before retiring in 1974, had a heart 
attack on Saturday and died after 
suffering a relapse.

In urging congressional approval 
of the deal, he said the ‘‘package of 
safeguards” addresses toe most 
serious concerns expressed in the 
Senate. 

Haig once again . drew a dire 
scenario if the Congress should veto 
the sale. He warned of a severe set- 
back to US. strategic interests in 
the region. 

He quoted at length from Egyp- 
tian President Anwar Sadat’s latest 
statement favouring the sale.

THERE HAS BEEN a string of 
relatively minor attacks in recent 
months on bases of the 250,000 U.S. 
troops stationed in West Germany 
as pan of NATO's European forces, 
but the Ramstein bombing put a 
new and violent profile on what has 
been loosely termed anti- 
Americanism in West Germany. 

Criticism of the U.S. has revolved 
mainly around American nuclear 
defence and monetary policy. It 
also has found expression in a scries 
of anti-nuclear demonstrations fol- 
lowing Reagan's decision on the 
neutron varhead. 

The conservative opposition has 
called on Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt's Social Democratic Party 
to stop the party's youth wing from 
taking part in a demonstration 
against U.S. Secretary of State 
Alexander Haig when he visits West 
Berlin on September 13. 

A spokesman for the U.S. Embas- 
sy said that security for Haig's visit 
would not be stepped up following 
the Ramstein bombing. Security for 
a secretary of state was always tight, 
he added. 

The letter claiming responsibility 
for the Ramstein attack said the 
bombing was carried out by the 
“Sigurd Debus" commando, a 
reference to a supporter of the 
group who died in a Hamburg jail 
last ‘April after a 10-week hunger 
strike over prison conditions. 

A bomb was found and defused at 
the Wiesbaden U.S. military base 
on the day that Debus died. The 
major violence which his death 
threatened to provoke did not 
materialize.

Most Oregonians are less than 
thrilled at the prospect of a living 
god in their midst at the head of the 
world’s largest ashram. 

Rajneesh's reputation as the

primal scream therapy, acupunc- 
ture and boisterous nude encounter 
groups, has preceded him. On view 
in West Coast cinemas is a 
documentary ...by ..an ex -devotee 
which shows violence at a week- 
long “nude scxualVeppounter" ses- 
sion at the Poona- .a shr a m . The 
guru's press aides say such events 
have long been terminated. 

Other renegades have cntxtzed 
“senseless violence” in group “en- 
counters ” evoking memories of 
another self-appointed deity, the 
Rev. Jim Jones, whose spiritual 
commune experiment ended in the 
mass suicide of 900 people.

SINCE ARRIVING in the U.S., Ra- 
jneesh has taken out ads in Time 
and other mass circulation journals 
pointing up the sexual aspect of his 
path to enlightenment. ‘“Search all 
the nooks and crannies of your sex- 
uality," urges one. “Never repress 
it. Sex is just the beginning, not the 
end. But if you miss the beginning, 
you miss the end also.” 

All this has done little to reassure 
local residents, already worried that 
an influx of- thousands of 
Bbagwanites could turn the area's 
economy on its head. Living tax- 
free as a religious body, under U.S. 
laws, they could completely alter 
tax structures, perhaps even assume 
subtle control of local government. 

People here also fear a repetition 
of the Poona furore, where 
overcrowding led to the establish- 


NO FIGURES are published, but 
income last year at the Poona head- 
quarters — from gifts and sales of 
the guru's tapes, books, videocas- 
settes, from tuition and lecture fees 
— has been estimated at more than 
S6 million. 

Already, at Ville de Rajneesh — 
known to locals as “Big Muddy" — 
several thousand acres of winter 
wheat, vegetables and fruit trees 
have been planted.

Sir. -- Contrary to whal Mr. J. 
Bakst writes in his letter of 
September 20. 1 feel that you give 
too much space to the exponents of 
Orthodoxy. Orthodoxy does not 
tolerate criticism because, like 
Soviet Marxism, it believes it is in 
possession of the one and only 
truth. Anyone having a different ap- 
proach. belief or concept of Jewish 
religion is a heretic. 

The separation of Church and 
State is the normal situation in 
modern enlightend democratic 
societies and is not an anti-religious 
concept. On the contrary, states 
w .ih separation of Church and State 
have flourishing religion with a 
creative influence on the cultural 
life of the nation. 

Only in Israel are people forced 
to accept one and only one in- 
terpretation of Judaism, the one of 
Orthodoxy. 

Mr. Bakst asks what we are all 
doing here if religion is not to be 
part of the doctrine of the state and 
what claim we have in comparison 
to the Arabs. 

Zionism (the original version and 
no: the clerical-chauvenistic devia- 
tion in vogue at the moment) is the 
secular answer to the problems 
created by the gaJut, offering a solu- 
tion by territorial concentration and 
normalization of Jewish life within a 
free independent, democratic 
society based on self-determination. 
Palestine was chosen by the Zionist 
movement as the only place on 
earth where, by historical and 
archeological evidence, it can be 
proved that Jews had an indepen- 
dent state and lived for thousands of 
years. This is the only legitimate 
reason for claiming the country. No 


quotation of biblical passages can 
be a legitimate substitute for this 
claim in any international forum. 

Mr. Bakst challenges your exper- 
tise in Halacha. There is no need for 
expertise as far as the state and its 
laws are concerned. Religion in the 
20ih century is a personal and 
private affair. Its practice should be 
guaranteed by zhe state, but a 
monopoly should not be granted to 
any one. No free democratic society 
can accept laws which cannot be 
altered , or abolished by a 
democratic majority vote. Only the 
laws of ethics and human rights are 
morally above the law. 

The above implies that an 
Orthodox Jew who wants to live ac- 
cording to Halacha should be able 
to do so. as long as he docs not in- 
terpret this as a right to prescribe 
the behaviour and the way oflife of 
any other person who does not 
voluntarily agree to it. 

The intolerant demand for con- 
formity by the Orthodox is threaten- 
ing the unity of the nation. Any 
further so-called compromise by 
the government in order to accom- 
modate the Orthodox (read get their 
vole in the Knesset) will bring in its 
wake a stiU greater polarisation in 
Israel's society. This process not 
only endangers the unity of the na- 
tion, but the very existence of the 
state. 

Separation of Church and State 
will lead to the development of 
religious plurality, deepen true 
religious feeling (on a moral and not 
only on a formalistic ritualistic 
level) and may lead to a moral 
revival of Israel's society.

A MAJOR, phenomenon of the pair 
year has been the upsurge of anti- 
Semitic manifestations around the 
world. These have taken various 
forms, but most striking and 
traumatic was the bomb outside the 
Paris synagogue in Rue Copernic in 
October, which took four lives. 

This followed a series of anti- 
Jewish outrages in France. The 
public was galvanized into a display 
of protest against resurgent anti- 
Semitism, which included a march 
of 200,000 demonstrators, among 
them Francois Mitterrand, who 
later in the year became France's 
president. The culprit for the Rue 
Copernic bombing has not been 
traced, iior the organization respon- 
sible identified. .The terror attack 
sent shock waves throughout the 
Jewish world. 

A second synagogue bombing, 
this one in Vienna in August, took 
three lives. The culprits were caught 
and proved to be members of a 
Pale stin ian terrorist ' organ ization . 
Once again, it was clear that Arab 
terror bodies saw Jews everywhere 
as their enemy and that their anti- 
Zionism was identical with a general 
anti-Semitism. 

This attack evoked a strange 
reaction from Austria's highly 
susceptible Jewish Chancellor, 
Bruno Kreisky. Unlike the 
forthright condemnations of the 
French leaders after the Paris 
bombing, his reaction was mealy- 
mouthed, influenced by his pro- 
PLO sympathies. 


provocative effect. Some Jewish 
communities have been divided 
over publicizing the incidents in 
order to alert the public to’ the 
danger or playing them down, on 
the theory that publicity leads to 
imitation. 

There has been talk of link-ups 
among anti-Semitic groups in dif- 
ferent countries and between them 
and Arab terrorist bodies. It was 
stressed that those involved were 
tiny groups, not enjoying public 
backing. Major parties and bodies 
in all countries have roundly con- 
demned anti-Semitism, while anti- 
Semitic candidates standing for 
public office were everywhere 
overwhelmingly defeated. 

This, however, did not eliminate 
the need for constant vigilance and 
relevant counteraction.

.THE MOST obscene form of anti- 
Semitism is the attempt to play 
down or even deny the Holocaust. 
Here again only small numbers, led 
by a few pseudo- historians, were in- 
volved. When one of the propo- 
nents of this •‘revisionist” school of 
“history,” Prof. Robert Faurisson, 
was brought to trial in France, he 
was condemned and punished. 
However, there has been an in- 
sidious growth in the audience for 
the idea be propagates; Faurisson's 
book has a preface by Noam 
Chomsky, the maverick Jewish 
linguistics genius, and received 
some endorsement from circles on 
both the extreme right and the ex- 
treme left. If such lies continue to 
be disseminated, they could receive 
wider credence, as the Holocaust 
recedes into history. 

A widely publicized controversy 
blew up over allegations of official 
anti-Semitism in Argentina. The 
former Buenos Aires newspaper 
publisher Jacobo Timer man as- 
serted that Jews in custody as 
political prisoners were singled out

DANNY, was a good boy — which 
meant that he sat in the back of the 
classroom, year after year, learning 
nothing but not bothering his 
teachers. Suddenly, he began to' 
rebel Only then did someone 
realize that he needed special help, 
but by this time his mental retarda- 
tion was aggravated by behaviour 
problems, frustrations and failures. 
It was too late to develop Danny’s 
full potential and to help him be 
productive, within his limitations.

The Weinberg Child Develop- 
ment Centre at Tel Hashomer 
Hospital exists (among other 
reasons) to ensure that what hap- 
pened to Danny .won’t happen to 
other children who are mentally 
retarded, minimally brain-damaged 
or otherwise handicapped. It is one 
of 13 such centres that have been 
set up around the country with the 
help of the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee (the Joint), the Ministry of 
Health, the Ministry of Labour and 
Social Affairs and other agencies. 

The centre at Tel Hashomer was 
established in 1964 after a visiting 
expert recommended the setting up 
of an assessment centre for the early 
diagnosis of mental retardation. At 
that time, doctors at Tel Hashomer 
were doing work on 
phenoketoneuria, a metabolic dis- 
ease which can cause severe retar- • 
dation, but which could be control-

IN THOSE early days, all referrals 
to the centre had to be made by the 
Welfare Ministry’s service for the 
Retarded. This deterred some 
parents and angered some physi- 
cians, and a second clinic was 
therefore set up to serve retarded 
and minimally brain-damaged 
children referred from sources 
other than Welfare. With the 
phenoketoneuria cases receiving 
special treatment, there were soon 
three programmes offering roughly 
similar services. Eventually the 
Joint with the help of a generous 
New York family, agreed to con- 
struct the building which now 
houses the Weinberg Child 
Development Centre, on condition 
that the various programmes -be in- 
tegrated into a cohesive whole. 

Today, about '100 families a 
month pass through the centre. One 
third are new cases; the rest are 


follow-ups. The centre prorides 
diagnostic services to establish-' a 
child's level of functioning and the 
best jtype of placement for Him;

help for the parents at home or in

FEDERALISM is very much in the air these days: a fair and humane 
solution to many or the world's ills and cmnicls. Enlhusmm for the 
idea has not appreciably beendampened by reports that a great many 
federations have lately broken up or been turned into centralut 
slates, and that numerous plans for federations have recently dis- 
solved before coming to fruition. • - 

The failure that dogs federalism does carry a warning however To 
succeed, a true federation must be the product of a mature political 
culture, trained in the system of democracy. There is, to be sure, also 
the Take version of federalism that serves only as a cloak Tor its very 
opposire. But that species is not even worth discussing. 

The Middle East, largely because so many of its peoples speak 
Arabic and practise Islam, has been a hotbed of_ agitation lor 
federalism, but so far without much to show for it, outside the United 
Arab Emirates. This is. perhaps no great loss, seeing how badly the 
one-time attempted federal union between Egypt and Syria actually 
fared The least that may be said of the more recent federal plans, in 
most of which one-party Syria has a key position, is that they hold out 
little promise of adding to the sum of peace and happiness in tne 

K Still hope springs eternal, especially when it comes to the solution 
of the 'intractable problem of the Palestinians. The possible applica- 
tion of the principles of federalism to the Palestinian-inhabited 
territories now under Israel's control has excited the political im- 
agination of both theoreticians and statesmen. 

One proposal to that effect has been officially put forward by Jor- 
dan. Let the Palestinians be granted the right of self-determination: 
then thev would — so Amman professes- to believe choose to 
federate their newly established entity, or stale, with the Kingdom of 
Jordan, whose citizens most or them are anyway. 

The plan (endorsed by Egypt) assumes a great deal: not only that 
the Palestinians would in fact choose to federate with Jordan,. but 
that Israel would allow a restoration of- the 1949 armistice lines. But 
even if the first assumption proved realistic, and even if Jordan would 
not be completely obstreperous about the second, the old lines would 
not easily commend themselves to any Israeli government and cer- 
tainly not the present one. 

A rather different sort of federal solution was broached by Premier 
Begin in his Rosh Hashana eve interview on radio. Mr. Begin 
suggested a confederation of Israel and Jordan — or, in his words, of 
the “free eastern andf western Land of Israel. 1 In other words, the 
"old Herut map, vintage 1981. 

Whether the call for a ••free” confederation means that the 
premier would eventually expect a Palestinian-inhabited Jordan to 
wrench itself free of Hashemite rule, as suggested by Defence 
Minister Sharon, is not clear. What is plain enough, however, is that 
in offering his confederation Mr. Begin intends aglossy wrapping for 
the permanent packaging of Judea, Samaria and Gaza with Israel 
proper. 

A number of political scientists have in recent years come out in 
support of thf idea of a joint Isrqeli-Jordanian “condominium” over 
the .West Biank, But Jhfc MrKgjfgffi ) Mte JAM 
thinking in terms of the loosest, kind of federation which would allow 
Jordan a port on Israel’s Mediterranean shore, and gram Israel 
freedom from Jordanian meddling in West Bank affairs. 

That Amman would reject the idea was predictable. That the idea 
would not help coax Jordan into the peace process, was also 
foreseeable. In which case the question might be asked, why was this 
trial balloon floated in the first place? 

Perhaps just for the fun of it. There is, after all, a kind of rhetoric 
that serves no real purpose except rhetoric itself.

IT IS regrettablelhat the public dis- 
cussion on the proposed strategic 
arrangement between the United 
States and Israel could not have 
been dealt with in a bi-partisan 
manner. Had there been a sharp 
division in principle between the 
government and the opposition on 
the advisability of a strategic agree- 
ment: with the U.S., a national reap- 
praisal of policy would have been 
warranted. But to judge by the 
trend in Israel's modem political 
history, there is no disagreement in 
principle on the matter between the 
two major blocs in the Knesset. 
Since the establishment of the state, 
the various governments led by the 
Labour Party have shown a desire 
to achieve just such an under- 
standing with the U.S. 

.Indeed, Paragraph 10 in the 
memorandum of October 1975 
between the U.S. and Israel govern- 
ments relating to the interim Sinai 
agreement with Egypt specifically 
envisaged military consultation in 
the event of a threat to Israeli 
security or sovereignty by a major 
world power, as well as possible 
military support. It stated that in 
such an eventuality, the U.S. 
government would “consult 
promptly with the government of 
Israel with respect to what support, 
diplomatic or otherwise, or. as- 
sistance H can lend to Israel 

If there is now to be an actual 
strategic agreement, this will be no 
less important from a national point 
of view than the Camp David agree- 
ment and the peace treaty with 
Egypt If they merited a bi-partisan 
approach in the Knesset and were 
approved only because of Labour 
support, this issue certainly 
deserves to be dealt with in a similar 
manner, but the prime minister ap- 
proached it from a partisan point of 
view without taking the apposition 
into his confidence. 

Defence Minister Sharon’s ex- 
huming of the 1956 Sinai Campaign 
has not improved matters. But this 
is not the only failing. . 


periphery have never been openly 
discussed, let alone published. Cer- 
tainly none has ever been talked 
about so much by all those involved 
in the actual negotiations as this 
one.

We have been subjected, as usual,

There will be no 
accurate information about the ar- 
rangement until the memorandum 
the prime minister quite rightly in- 
sists on, is drawn up, presumably 
after the meeting between Defence 
Secretary Weinberger and Defence 
Minister Sharon in November.

The major issues affecting Israeli 
security today are the Eastern-front 
line-up, with Israel faced by an 
Arab force almost equivalent in 
strength to the NATO forces in 
Europe; the situation on the West 
Bank and Gaza and the autonomy 
talks which relate to these areas; the 
implementation of the Egyptian- 
Israeli peace treaty and what will 
happen within the framework of 
that treaty after the Israeli 
withdrawal from Sinai in April 1982.

Once a fashionable hangout for 
the smart set, the cafe was dosed 
because it acquired an infamous 
reputation.

A poster on the wall exhorts 
young patrons to heed the latest 
morality campaign and observe the 
“Five Stresses and Four Beauties.” 

The “Five Stresses” are decorum, 
courtesy, sanitation, order and 
morality. The “Four Beauties” are 
beauty of mind, language, 
behaviour and environment. 


THE GREATEST mistake has been 
the fact that the flood of comment, 
verbiage, conjecture and euphoria 
wfeich .preceded .axyd.^cc^p^nied 
the prime minister’s mission to. the 
U.S. created exaggerated expecta- 
tions, which have left in their wake 
deflated hopes and a feeling of an- 
ticlimax. 

Both reactions, the expectations 
and the disappointment, have been 
premature and excessive. After all, 
this is not the first time Israel has 
been involved in creating a strategic 
relationship. In every case, under 
previous governments, such 
negotiations were conducted under 
the strictest security and came to 
light only when they were 
implemented, or in any case long 
after the agreement had been 
signed. 

The special relationship created 
with France, and to a dregree with 
Britain, leading up the 1956 Sinai 
Campaign, and the . strategic 
relationship with France that con- 
tinued after that war until 1967 were 
not revealed, (except for those de- 
ments that required open 
implementation) until many years 
later. The full scope of the 
relationship between Israel and 
France in those fateful years has riot 
been revealed to this day. 

Similarly, the full details of the 
memorandum between the U.S and 
Israel in 1975 remained classified 
for a considerable time after it was 
signed.

THE FACT that the question of -a 
strategic relationship for the 
defence of Israel and other stales in 
the Middle East has not yet been 
brought before the Senate and the 
people of tbe.U.S., not been 
debated as a solemn treaty commit- 
ment, must arouse considerable 
concern. It either indicates a 
slackness of U.S. diplomacy, or 
strengthens the suspicion voiced in 
certain quarters that this is merely a . 
tactical maneuver by the Reagan 
administration to block Israeli ef- 
forts to stop the supply of AWACS 
reconnaissance planes to Saudi 
Arabia. 

This concern must be deepened 
by the very obvious efforts of the 
administration, as reflected in the 
opinion columns of leading U.S. 
newspapers, to play down the im- 
portance and scope of the so-called 
strategic arrangement Wtich brings 
us back to a major error in style 
which is bound to prejudice our ef- 
forts in this and similar directions, 
namely, exaggerated expectations 
publicly proclaimed before even 
one word of agreement has been 
committed to paper. 

The central importance of such 
an arrangement with the U.S. has 
been dimmed by the Israeli rhetoric 
that has mtegided Jhe discussions. 
Israel, a small &hd - inmpr-league 
country compared with the super- 
powers, cannot be expected to 
relate to military responsibilities, 
within the context of the East- 
West confrontation other than 
those which directly affect its own 
security. Thus, all the facile talk of 
Israel providing an air umbrella for 
the U.S. Sixth Fleet far removed 
from the shores of Israel would ap- 
pear to be a function of unwar- 
ranted self-aggrandizement. 

Most of Israel’s past arrange- 
ments with other countries, were 
made in relation to security 
problems and requirements arising 
out of the Israel-Arab conflict. The 
1975 agreement went further, by* 
spelling but the possibility of danger 
to Israel from a major power. 

It has been a major error on the 
part of the government, in par- 
ticular its spokesmen, to create the 
impression that Israel is endeavour- 
ing to insinuate itself into the 
general East-West line-up beyond 
the scope of the Israel-Arab conflict 
and Israel's direct security require- 
ments. The discussions that took 
place during Begin’s visit to 
Washington by-passed many of the 
issues which directly affect Israel’s 
defence posture. If, as reported, 
there was. a discussion of possible 
joint maneuvers between the 
minute Israeli navy and the vast 
Sixth Fleet, one wonders what pur- 


THERE IS. NO intention of belittl- 
ing the importance of a strategic ar- 
rangement with the U.S.; rather, 
against the background of Israel’s 
isolation, it is to be welcomed. What 
is to be deplored is an obvious 
tendency in these negotiations to 
avoid achieving an understanding as 
to Israel’s vital and strategic in- 
terests in die Middle East. If these 
were to be incorporated in the ar- 
rangement, it would considerably 
strengthen Israel’s defence posture. 
From what we have heard so fair, 
Israel appears to- have offered to 
place its facilities at America's dis- 
posal, presumably in the hope that 
this would constitute a built-in 
deterrent to the Arab countries in 
the context of the Israeli -Arab con- 
flict. It is on this that the public 
debate must turn. 

It seems to me that the discussion 
is not necessarily about the strategic 
arrangement itself, but about die 
contents of such an arrangement 
^Unless the details are spelled out 
and are seen to be meaningful, mere 
talk of an arrangement can be 
counter-productive. 


FROM THE point of view of U.S. 
public opinion, there has probably 
been no better period in which to 
fjighqr a strategic, .lyidpBitaqdiog 
between Israel and- the-. U.S* 
America’s impotence in this region 
was revealed by the seizure of the 
hostages in Iran, and the fiasco of 
the rescue mission. This was fol- 
lowed by the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan, which showed up the 
essential nakedness of the U.S. in 
the vital area of the Persian Gulf. 
These developments combined to

In 1965, the late Mayor Abba

centimetres. Khoushy, -a lifelong 
socialist, explained that in this way 
equality would be achieved in 
death, and families with limited 
means would not feel pressed to go 
into debt to honour their dead by 
announcing their demise on large 
and expensive notices. Rich and 
poor alike would be sent off in a 
single size. 

However, the by-law left open the 
possibility of “exceptions for well- 
known personalities,” such as 
cabinet ministers and honorary 
citizens of Haifa. 

A fine of IS!, 000 is levied for dis- 
playing notices larger than the stan- 
dard size, but this has not always 
been an effective deterrent. Larger 
than standard obituaries still appear 
on Haifa notice boards from time to 
time .proving that even if you can't 
take ft with you, you can at feast let: 
the public know you're leaving lots 
behind. y.F.
